TO DEVELOP ALASKA. 
II is said that one of the great tasks 
to which President Harding expects to 
set his hand 
is the 
developm ent of 
Alaska. 
That will he a work worth 
while. 
As the New York Times re- 
«a 
marks, Alaska is as large as Maine, 
New 
Hampshire, 
Vermont, 
Massa­ 
chusetts, Rhode Lsland, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland, 
West Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Mississippi 
and 
Tennessee. 
All this vast territory was secured by 
the United States at the cost of about 
two cents an acre. 
It is rich in gold, 
coal, tin, copper and probably oil. 
It 
has other resources 
of 
tremendous 
value, such as its fisheries and its furs. 
Among the most important of all are 
its forests, while, according to the De­ 
partment of Agriculture, 
its 
arable 
and grazing lands are more than 64,- 
000,000 acres in extent. 
This enormous empire is so far al­ 
most undeveloped. 
The conservation 
movement took 
hold 
of Alaska and 
conserved it 
very 
thoroughly. 
The 
Times quotes a pioneer who spent fif­ 
teen years in Alaska and became an 
active business man as saying: 
“The blight went under the name 
of conservation, but it was really an 
attempt to gather all the public islands 
of the Territory into an estate, its for­ 
ests, its mines, its 
water 
power, its 
wharf sites, to be managed by a devas­ 
tating host of government underlings 
and worked by the citizens as lessees, 
licensees 
and 
tenants. # 
* 
* 
* 
A-aska has literally been reserved to 
death.” 
The Times says that “there is color 
of truth” in this and that “Alaska was 
in a way to be ruined 
by 
academic 
theory and 
excess of righteousness.” 
Nevertheless, the fact is that a country 
like Alaska could not in any true sense 
be ruined and that, while it is certain­ 
ly true that the time has now’ come for 
the institution of a different policy, it 
is probably a good thing for this gen­ 
eration and the generations to follow 
that conservation in Alaska conserved 
so thoroughly. 
It 
means 
that 
this 
country and the world will now’ get 
the benefit of Alaska’s wealth and 
resources at a time 
when 
they are 
most needed. 
We might not have this tremendous 
reservoir to draw upon now* if it had 
not been kept tightly locked up. True, 
Alaska’s resources might be more im­ 
mediately and quickly available today 
if for some years past the doors had 
been opened more widely to develop­ 
ment in that country. 
But the prob­ 
lem was to open them w’ideiy enough 
but not too widely; 
and 
once they 
were opened widely enough, it might 
well have 
been 
impossible to keep 
them from being too widely opened. 
It was probably better not to take that 
risk. 
The era that has passed was an 
era of prodigious waste. 
There was 
no adequate realization of the folly ol 
squandering natural resources with no 
effort at replacement. 
If there had 
not been tight conservation in Alaska, 
there might well have been enormous 
waste 
there, 
wholesale 
destruction 
and spoliation 
by 
private 
interests 
which would by now have made seri­ 
ous inroads upon the resources of the 
country. 
That did not happen and Alaska is 
there today, 
undespoiled, 
ready for 
intelligent development, big enough 
and rich enough to help immensely in 
the difficult times to which we have 
come. Perhaps conservation in Alaska 
did represent academic theory carried 


to e x c e s s ; b u t p o ssib ly in th e lo n g ru n 
it is b e tte r so.
